LAKE MOHONK, N. Y., May 24.— 
The first announcement of the plan 
and scope of the Carnegie endowment 
for international peace, with the ap- 
pointment of directors and two of the 
divisions, was made here today by I>r. 
Nicholas Murray Butler in his address 
oa presiding officer ot the Lake Mo- 
honk conference on international ar- 
bitration. 
Dr. Butler also predicted the .estab- 
lishment of an international court of 
arbitral justice before the tima of the 
third Hague conference. 
Dr. Butler said: 
"The trustees of 
the endowment have taken a broad 
and statesmanlike view of Its alms 
and purposes. 
"While they do not 


overlook the value, of the work of 
propaganda and 'intend to aid in 
carrying'it on, they believe that the 
time has come .when, the; rpso'urces- of 
modern scientific, .method and.of .inod- 
erri. scholarship should be brought to 
bear • on the 'problem' of International, 
relations.

"WCXPlJI) EMPUOY EXPERTS; 
"They 
believe" that- the .leading 
jurists and economists of. the world 
should be set at work In the, service 
of humanity to ascertain Just what 
have been and are the legal' and eco- 
nomic incidents of war and just what

and 
co-operative 
nations 


bound together by ties of a political 
and judicial system resting on the 
moral conacionsness of mankind, from 
whose findings there can be no suc- 
cessful appeal.

"It has been determined .by the 
trustees of the Carnegie endowment 
to organize the undertaking In three 
parts or divisions—a division of inter- 
national law, a division of economics 
and history, and a division of inter- 
course and education.

This division will aim constantly to 
Inouloato the belief that intercourse 
between nations should be based on 
a correct and definite .Idea of inter- 
national justice.

eled with her child, 5 months' old, for 
two days- and nights through. rough 
country, ^during a cold rain, guarded 
by her husband and an escort of Mex- 
ican ranch employes. She crossed the 
border at Quadalupe, and went at once 
to El Paso, where she was dangerous- 
ly 111 for several weeks on account of 
the exposure Incident to the trip. 


A year and a half ago Mrs. Parker, 
who was Miss Anna Harper, a gradu- 
ate of the Berkeley high school, a 
graduate nurse and former night su- 
perintendent at the Children's Hospi- 
tal In San Francisco, was married to 
Parker at El Paso". He has been man- 
ager for eight years of the Santa Do- 
mlhgro; ranch; thirty-five miles f-r.om 
Villa Ahumada, Chihuahua. 
Since early In the year the ranch, 


comprising 640,000 acres, has been 
visited "by i-ovlrig bands of insurrectos, 
who demanded and obtained provi- 
sions.

STRAIN TOO GREAT. 


The straggling troops of insurrectos 
usually appeared at the ranch brand- 
ishing weapons, shouting "Viva Hs- 
dero," and demanding that all hands 
-join them in the cry. This was always 
done for Its soothing effect upon them. 
The constant strain of these visitations 
and the Increasing boldness of the 
bands resulted In plans being made ta 
carry Mrs. Parfcer and her child to 
the border. The 
railroad facilities 
being uncertain, two wagons were flt- 
ted out and a guard of fourteen na- 
tive men, headed by Packer, convoyed 
the wife and baby through the moun- 
tains. The cold, rainy weather had a 
more disastrous effect upon Mro. Par- 
ker than upon her little daughter.

President Taft. 
Rowell, Kent, Lissner, Go.vemor Johnson, E. T. 


F.arl and Senator Works arc opposed to renorriinating'the President. 
They speak of his administration as a failure and liis'cabinet advis- 
ers as worse. All of Cobb% backers are agreed that President Taft 
is a foolish man who has. fallen among .thieves who are running the 
idministration and ruining- him.

Rowell, Lissner et al. have, not been placated by the appoint- 


ment of Cobb. They sought his appointment'mainly to show their 
strength with the President and to make themselves as offensive as 
possible to the President's real friends in California. In fact, Rowell, 
Lissner & Company pushed 'Cobb" for appointment with subtle in- 
tent to make the President give offense to his earnest and sincere 
supporters in this State. 


Congressman Kent had another object to serve. With him the 


appointment of Cobb was a personal issue, involving neither politics 
nor the President .so much as it did liis reputation .and pOcketbook. 


With Rowell, Lissner et art. the case is entirely different. They 


have no use for President ' Taft and still less for the President's 
friends in California. They have little use for Cobb beyond the fact 
that he serves their turn for the moment. They have put hirrffor- 
ward with deliberate intent to weaken and embarrass the President. 
His appointment does not placate the President's enemies, but it 
does offend his friends. 
Rowell, Lissner & Company asked for it 


purposely to make the President give an apparent slap to his .friends 
in California. 
Colonel "Billy" Kent joined with them 'because he 


wanted a friend at court. His fences on government land have final- 
ly become embarrassing and he wants an opportunity to remove 
them without further notoriety and.legal proceedings.. He believes 
the appointment of Cobb will afford him the desired'opportunity. 


It must be acknowledged that the President's opponents have 


scored all round. 'Cobb's appointment is treated as a concession to 
popular sentiment wrung from a reluctant executive and, a rebuke 
Mnintentionally administered to the President's friends. 


Cobb has never achieved eminence at the bar or prominence in 


politics. He was an obscure country lawyer till his'connectibn with 
Francis J. Heney made him notorious. That connection is the ex- 
tent of his fame and his desert.

indicted on a charge of taking graft from the tenderloin interests. 
He is also .indicted on a charge of -printing libels in relation to the 
graft investigation now being conducted in the Washington metrop- 
olis. William J. Burns is conducting the investigation, in 'his cus- 
tomary way. The Times-has taken sides withvformer Mayor Gill, 
who was recalled, and former Chief of Police Wappenstein, who 
has been indicted at the instance of Burns on charges of taking 
bribes from gamblers and fallen women. The witnesses employed 
by Burns are the lowest of the criminal and dissolute class. Colonel 
Blethen says the indictments returned against him and his son were 
found for the purpose of intimidating the Times and stop it from 
printing the facts in jegard to the graft crusade Burns is conduct- 
ing. He not only denounces the allegations, but defies the allegator. 
He says Burns is following his usual method of. trying to destroy 
men of repute with the testimony of abandoned cnrhihals.'wlio con- 
fess themselves to be without decency and honor.

I KEEPING. WARM IN YUKON 
\ 


The winters in the Yukon territory 


are from sevoti to eight months long, 
during at least five of -which the ther- 
mometer ranges froni zero to 70 'de- 
grees below. 
The larger number of 


buildings are frame, and the price of 
wood, principally soft spruce, is $10 
to $15 a cord. 
Consequently different 


schemes have been devised in o'rderto 
take advantage ot as much of the 
heating- capacity of a cord of woocl as 
possible. 
The stoves used here for heating 
purposes are made of sheet Iron and 
known as airtight heaters. !ln some 
cases these are purchased on the out- 
side, having- cast tops and-.bases, but 
they are principally manufactured in 
Dawaori entirely from sheet iron. 
The general custom has been to 
have the pipe run direct to .the" roof, a 
great percentage of the heat being 
thus lost through th e pipe. It re- 
mained for a local merchant, 'to over- 
come this to some; extent. Sheet Iron 
drums from two ;to four feet in diam- 
eter and from four to eight feet In 
height, with a partition down the cen- 
ter to within a,short distance of.the 
bottom, are now used. 
\ 


The pipe from the. stove enters the 


top of tha drum on one side of the 
partition, and directly on the other 
side the partition anotiher pipe 13 
connected 
leading- to the flue; the 
smoke must consequently follow down 
one side of the drum and up the other 
In order to escape.. The pipe where 
it enters the drum may be too hot 
to permit the hand to rest thereon, 
while where it leaves the drum It is 
barely warm, and^ "when tho smoke 
leaves the chimney It contains very 
lltile, if any, heat. 
. 
These , drums In 
some 
cases are 
placed Immediatelyly 
next 
to the 
stove, and in others as farm as thir- 
ty feet distant, accbrdilng to the size of 
the room. 
They are also placed in 
different rooms from that which con- 
tains the stove; and in some cases 
on the second floor. ^ In this way a 
great heating surface Is obtained, anfl 
at least fifty per cent more heat be- 
sides tho 
distribution 
of 'the heat 


throughout the house, while the nre 
in the stove need not be so hot. It 
has also added to protection 
from 
fire, as the pipe is not hot where it 
goes through the roof.—-S. C. Wood- 
ward in Consular and Trade Reports.

Oil 
decision, 


voiced orally from tho bench, has boon 
written out In full by him and shortly 
•will be made public. The report that has 
n!rea<3;' reached the public was merely the 
stenographic notes of his oral remarks. 
The written opinion of Justice Harlan 
Is »aid to he even more sensational than 
his oral remarks. 


WITHIN THE LAW. 


In the tobacco trust case, it io said, 


Justice Harlan will take the ground that 
this corporation comes within the plain 
meaning of tho Sherman anti-trust law 
impossible for that concern to regulate 
and he will denounce the general opinion 
of the court. 
Tho genera! opinion, ac- 


cording to the authority mentioned above, 
will hold that tho tobacco trust has not 
reached the proportion of a monopoly, 
has not stifled competition and has not 
controlled prices. 


A considerable percentages of tha to- 


bacco business in tho United States Is 
fiald to remain free from the domination 
of tho tobacco trust, so that It has bean 
prices. . 


The word "reasonable" will not io 


applied to the tobacco trust in the sense 
that it is a reasonable monopoly. It is 
understood that it will be held not to be 
a. monopoly at all, but merely a corpora- 
tion acting, necessarily, In reasonable re- 
straint of trade. 
On this ground, it is 


said, the suit will bo dismisses.

:hrough our silence, that they are true. 
We dislike very much -entering into a 
newspaper controversy, but matters af- 
fecting the California Cotton Mils have 
reached a point where, silence • ceases to 


.a .virtue and it becomes necessary to 


state the facts as they exist to disillu- 
sionize the publics. 


The leading papers of , May 18 and 19 


contained an article headed "Appeal for 
Aid,,for Mill Hands," which is a call upon 
the regular labor organizations to give 
financial assistance to tha naw 
union 


formed by the striking employes of the 
California Cotton Mills. The call is made 
in the name of the Central Labor Council 
of Alameda County. The statements con(- 
tained in this appeal 
to 
the 
laboring 
classes and tha- public, for financial aid 
ara so extravagant and so wide of the 
mark that it becomes necessary to set 
before them the true conditions in order 
that they may have an Intelligent under- 
standing of the situation. 


As a primary, proposition, the 
labor 
trpjibles of tha California Cottr.n Mills, 
the first that have occurred since the- es- 
tablishment of the industry, twanty-five 
years ago, are the direct outgrowth of 
tho women's eight-hour .law, enacted at 
the late session of the state legislature. 
This statute makes it - imperative that 
where women are industrially employed 
their hours of labor shall not In any one 
day exceed eight hours. 
As originally 
Introduced, it placed the limit at ten 
hours per day. It 
was 
subsequently 
amended to nine hours per day, and.still 
later to eight hours, in which form It 
finally became a law. 


THE NEW LAW. 


The law affected only one California' 
industry, in a manner almost equivalent 
to confiscation of property, namely, the 
California Cotton Mills Company. - The 
mills have been operating 
for 
twelve 
years past on a nine-hour Itaasls for six 
days' work, namely, fifty-four hours' .ac- 
tual work per week, a Saturday half-hol- 
iday being covered during the five days 
of the week VJy a nominal excess over 
nine hours' labor* 
This arrangement of 
tho hours was made to the satisfaction 
of-all concerned. The enactment of the 
women's eight hour" law had a double ef- 
fect, so far as the California Cotton Mills 
are concerned, of abolishing the Saturday 
half holiday entirely and reducing 
the 
weekly hours of labor, from fifty-four to 
forty-eight hours. It prevents the oper- 
ators from enjoying a Saturday half holi- 
day and cuts six hours per week out of 
tho operative results of the mills. 
It must be borne in mind, at tills junc- 
ture, to, get a 
fair and comprehensive 
idea of the situation, that the California 
Cotton Mills are being operated in com- 
petition in this market "with over four 
hundred large cotton mills, establishqd 
within • the last ten years in Alabama, 
Georgia, the two Carolines.tend in other 
Southern states, turning out the same 
line of goo'ds. Those ' Southern, mills are 
be^ig oporated on a longer work day limit 
and a lower wage scale than th» Cali- 
fornia Cotton Mills.

EIGHT HOURS. 


On Monday, May 8, all hands employed u 
at the mills staKed work at the eight- , 
hour schedule, but when coming to their 
work the following day they were met \ 
by a large crowd of the "Industrial Work- . 
ers of tha World," n-ho surrounded tha ', 
entrance gate to the mjlls and jostled - 
men and women as ther attempted to ' 
pass in to work. At least 100 women were 
roushiy handled and Intimidated and tha 
police department had to be called up to

protect them.

NoWj the appeal which has been made s." 
by tha Central Labor Council of Alameda •

REDUCED HOURS. 


Twelve years ago the California Cotton 
Mills 
Company, unsolicited by its em- 
ployes or labor unions, reduced the hours 
of labor from sixty to fifty)- four horfrs 
per week without any reduction what- 
ever in wages. The- arrangement then ef- 
fectad was that for five days in the week 
the period of labor would be nine hours 
and fifty minutes each day and on Satur- 
day four hours and fifty minutes. .This 
arrangement gave 
the 
operatives the 


privilege of a weekly half holiday on 
Saturday, which tho women and girls di>- 
slred to devote to their domestic" 'affairs. 
This arrangement was heartily welcomed 
by the employes of the mill. 
Anticipating the passage of the eight-, 
hour law ' for women we recently spent 
several weeks In. a personal Investigation 
of the condition of the cotton mills In the 
Southern states, and wo found that 40 
per cent of these mills are ohut down, 
many others are running short time o.r 
are being operated with a reduced force 
of workers. The California Cotton Mills, 
therefore, are facing a depressed condi- 
tion of the cotton industry as well as a 
heavy labQr handicap, 
The new law applies, on its face, only 


to the employment of womeTi, but It di- 
rectly affects the male operatives as well. 
The 
work - of 
the 
latter 
is 
depend- 


ent upon 
the 
work 
of the 
women. 
They are inseparably associated. In out- 
jihe- down the hours of labor of 'the wom- 
on, the new law, 'therefore, "automatically 
reduces the hours of labor and the prodV 
ucts' of the labor of the male operators 
also. 
In the same degree the general 
output of the mill is likewise reduced. It 
must be self evident then to every in- 
telligent1 reader that if the California Cot- 
ton Rfills' are barely holding their own 
on a nine-hour per day wage scale they 
cannot be operated s.avs at an absolute 
loss, working: ah eight-hour day with a. 
nlnej-hour wage. 
Preparatoi:y to introducing the short- 


hour system of employment, we ' consulted 
with the foremen of the different depart- 
ments of the mill with a view of ascer- 
tainglng their opinion and that of the 
help as to what the effect would-be of 
the adoption of the eight-hour law The 
men recognized that they, with the.womj- 
en, would have to submit to ' the elg^htr 
hour day arid the, eight-hour wage, All 
were willing io work under these condi-: 
tions for a time, expecting that the un-

would be proved. At the ' same time it 
was stated that the wagres of the doffers 
and other young employes would, not be 
reduced.

this is that I believe the landlords 
of Oakland are exorbitant In their 
rental?:. 
I cannot afford to continue

on

account. 
My 


present lease expires the last of June, 
and as the rent warned for the store 
is Just double that paid before the 
fire. I do not feel justified in staying 
here. 
I have tried for any number 


of other locations, but everywhere it 
is the same story—rents are enor- 
mous. 


WOUT/D MTCE TO STAY. 


"J am protfd of my busznoss suc- 


cesses here and anxious to remain. I 
was the first man to occupy room in 
this block and claim that I have sold 
more merchandise here for cash than 
any other dealer In tne United States 
occupying the same amount of floor 
space. 
1 consider the good will J)t 


sny clientele built up in these nine 
years worth many thousands of dol- 
lars to me, and many of these patrons 
havo expressed their regret at my.sell- 
ing out; but I fee! compelled to un- 
der present conditions. 
And, more- 


over, I know four oth'er merchants 
here who have told ma that they 
would retire as soon as their present 
leases expired, for the same reason 
that I am quitting. 
One man has had 


his rent raised from 
$200 to
